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KDMONTON: Listen to the 

youth of your community wh«n 
they discuss plans for their lives’ 
work. How often at 17, 18, 19 and 
oven 20 years of age is -money the 
prime motive for choosing this car 
cer or that job? And how'often is 
jt not only the possibility of maj¬ 
or returns at some distant date, 
'but the immediate prospect of mak 
ing enough in a year to buy a car 
or to be able to dress like a movie 
star that determines them? 

* * • t- 

There is little use defying it. 
All the many serious-minded 
young men and women aside, the 
lack of quick and large financial 
returns is the reason many of Al¬ 
berta’s school children will return 
to teacherless, mail-order studies 
this fall. Of course, there is an¬ 
other way of looking at it. The 
type of person seeking "big mon¬ 
ey ’ probably should not be en¬ 
trusted with a classroom. 

« . * * * 

Dont lay the blame for the in¬ 
ability to meet and better busi¬ 
ness and industrial salaries on the 
head of the school board, for it is 
limited by the ability of the com. 
rnunity to meet the already 'heavy 
education tax -bill. 

Officials of the provincial de¬ 
partment of education say on the 
basis of reports and newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements, the shortage “will 
be as bad if not wot$e" than last 
year, when about 200 classrooms 
.were without teachers. One daily 
paper's classified section carried 
calls for 50 teachers three days af- 
tei schools'would have opened if it 
had not been for the polio epidem¬ 
ic. Some of the school districts 
were seeking up tu four and five 
teachers. «• 

* * * 

Greatest need is in one-room 
rural schools, a large percentage 
of which have what we consider 
today as primitive facilities and 
poor teacher quarters. 

This emphasizes the trend to am 
clgamaled school districts, finding 
favor in the province. It allows se¬ 
paration of grades, better build¬ 
ings, facilities offered by modern 
towns and an opportunity for tea¬ 
chers to.consult each other on var 
icus problems. 

Advantages of consolidated 
school districts, however, should 
not, and have not, meant an im¬ 
mediate change by all parts of’the 
province. 

Local situations, including road 
conditions, number of pupils with¬ 
in a reasonable area and availab¬ 
ility of funds must be taken into 
consideration. These are some of 
the reasons, the education depart¬ 
ment says, why the consolidation 
is left to local authorities. 

* * * 

Industrialization of the province 
is having a major effect on the 
supply of teachers. So many young 
women are finding jobs as steno¬ 
graphers, secretaries and plant 
workers more satisfactory than 
teaching to occupy the time bet¬ 
ween high school and marriage. 
Such occupations pay-higher start¬ 
ing salaries in many cases. All re¬ 
quire less pre-job training. 

Length of training period anil 
the immediate monetaiy returns 
after ft ittxo h av e th eir e l f ee t no 
potential male teachers. The youth 
who spends three years attaining 
his bachelor of education degree ^ 
at the university or five years for 
his master of education (qualify¬ 
ing him for a higher salary) finds 
his companion, who takes a bach¬ 
elor of arts course (three years) 
and enters the busineess world, or 
receives a pharmacy degree (four 
years) has a higher price on his 

head. * , r

Perhaps the potential teacher 
should look at the classroom job 
as a branch of the civil service, 
w hich is not recognized as a source 
of large salaries but has a reputa¬ 
tion of assuring security of. tenure. 
However, the hope of becoming a 
long-term and valued employee of 
any organization does not seem to 
be the aim of young job-seekers. 

Officials responsible for- finding 
tr.e teachers or helping to supply 
them do not seem to have an im¬ 
mediate answer to the problem. 
They nro doing many things in an 
attempt to case the situation. 

Among the inducements are in¬ 
creased salaries, pension plans and 
better school facilities for practic¬ 
ing teachers. For the potenllal 
teacher they offer financial aid to 
put promising students through 
university and the more intang¬ 
ible feeling of having a hand in 
shaping future citizens. Still the 
shortage exists and one official 
feels it "difficult if not impossible".

It took two years of trying, but it appears that 
the provincial government has finally got the author¬ 
ity to declare the duck season open whenever it is 
deemed necessary to protect the crops. 

We have repeatedly urged that the duck shooting 
season be opened as soon as harvest starts. The recent 
announcement that ducks can now legally be shot in 
the southern part of the province as a crop protection 
measure shows that a step has been made in the right 
direction, even though it simply legalizes action that 
was already being taken. There are certain restrictons, 
such as bag limit and that hunting should be done on 
land actually in crop, but it’s still a good move. Here- 
tofor, provincial authorities have been hog-tied by fed¬ 
eral regulations concerning migratory birds, and we 
believe it is mostly due to the outcry by and in behalf 
of farmers in the County of Vulcan area that Ottawa 
finally became interested enough to send out top of¬ 
ficials of the Wildlife Branch to this district. It did not 
take long to convince these people that the duck sit¬ 
uation had changed radically in the past few years 
and that- easing of shooting restrictions was past due. 

Let’s hope that Ottawa’s attitude in this matter 
will continue to improve and that.it will be as solicit¬ 
ous of the welfare of the farmers as it has, in the past,

There appears to be no immediate solution to the 
problem of grain congestion in country and terminal 
elevators. Farmers will have to store large quantities 
of grain in farm bins probably for a considerable per¬ 
iod. 


KING PERRY 


This country and the United States have been pro¬ 
ducing grain on an immense scale. Favorable weather 
has been experienced and newer, more productive var¬ 
ieties of grain have been developed, such as the rust 
resistant Thatcher wheat and the sawfly resistant 
Rescue variety. 

Prior to World War 2 the United States produced 
a billion bushel wheat crop only once in its history. 
Since then billion bushel wheat crops have been pro¬ 
duced almost every year. 

Last year Western Canada produced 664 million 
bushels of wheat. This- year the total may reach over 
600 million bushels. The production of oats and barley 
has been proportionately large. The nation’s grain 
handling system has been over-taxed by such huge 
crops. The Wheat Board exported nearly 800 million 
bushels of grain last year and over 700 million bushels 
the year before. But those record-breaking exports 
have not been sufficient to relieve the congstion. 

It is a hardship for farmers not to be able to sell 
their grain. The grain producer’s big payday comes 
but once a year. He has to meet seasonal expenses, 

debts, taxes, etc. This year he will have to wait with

their limit this year. On an average 
year some 200 trainloads of 55 cars 
each are required to handle weed 
seeds from Western Canada. Any 
increase in this amount simply 
causes an additional strain on stor¬ 
age and transportation facilities. 
There are more weeds in this year’s 
crop. More care, therefore, will be 
required in harvesting in order to 
prevent an increase in weed seeds 
in commercial grain and to prevent 
weed seeds being returned to the 
soil. ** 

Watch the Combine. A great 
deal can be done ' this Fall ' to 
counteract the weed increase. Care 
should be taken to collect and de¬ 
stroy as many weed seeds as pos¬ 
sible during harvest. A recleaner 
on the combine could be worth its 
weight in gold this year. 

Fall Cultivation. If time and 
weather permits- Fall cultivation 
could also work wonders in combat¬ 
ing the present menace. Shallow 
cultivation as soon as possible after 
combining would encourage many 
annual weed seeds to germinate. 
These seedlings would not survive 
the winter. *

CATERPILLAR LED 
WAY TO INSULATION 

Scientists say that the inventor 
of insulation was the common ce- 
cropia moth caterpillar. Long- be¬ 
fore building insulation was even 
dreamed of, this little creature had 
found a way to protect itself from 
sub-zero tempe ratures by .pinning 
a snug, double-walled cocoon” of 
pure silk. 

• The cecropia has a unique mod¬ 
ern counterpart: vermiculite. an 
insulating material with a striking 
physical resemblance to the cater¬ 
pillar. Vermiculite is one of the 
mica minerals, and in the early 
days miners called it “feather 
gold” because of its light weight 
and glistening color. 

Crude vermiculite ore has thou¬ 
sands of paper-thin layers per 
inch. Within them, tiny water mol 
rcules are trapped. When the ore 
particles are run through a fur¬ 
nace at about 2000 degrees Fahre.v 
heit, this water turns to steam, 
which "pops” the layers into feu. 
therweight granules twelve times 
larger than their original size. 

Vermiculite in attics and side¬ 
walls has been reported by home- 
owners to reduce fuel costs as 
much as 40 percent every year. No 
special installation equipment is 
needed. Anyone can pour the clean 
fluffy granules from the bag. They 
flow into every nook and cranny 
to make a complete, uniform blan¬ 
ket of insulation that will outlast 
the building. Vermiculite does not 
burn. The processed material 
weighs only about 6 pounds per 
cubic foot, which outs no strain on 
structural framing members. It is 
e.tso used in concrete and plaster 
mixes instead of sand. Here, again, 
its unique properties reduce con¬ 
struction costs. 

Processed vermiculite is sold In 
Canada under the trade name of 
Zonolite.
